Can I copyright something I've written 


before it is published? I am sending a story 
I've written to various magazines to sell, 
but I'm not sure if I'm protected. Exactly 
what does a copyright do? How much does 
it cost? How long does a copyright run and 
who issues them? 


A copyright, according to the Copyright 


Office of the Library of Congress in 
Washington, is "a form of protection given 
by law to the authors of literary, dramatic, 
musical, artistic and other intellectual 
Works." The owner of a copyright has 
certain exclusive rights, such as the right 
to print, reprint and copy the protected 
work, the right to sell or distribute copies 
of the work, the right to transform or 
revise the work, the right to record the 
work and the right to perform the work 
publicly. 


A short story, book, poem, narrative 


outline, print, map, reproduction of a work 
of art, periodicals, commercial print, 
label, or sound recording cannot be 
copyrighted before publication, but is still 
protected by existing laws, the copyright 
office said. 


"Common Law Literary Property,", the 


protection against unauthorized use of an 
unpublished work, is a matter of state law 
and arises automatically when the work is 
created, that agency explained. It requires 
no action in the Copyright Office and lasts 
as long as the work remains unpublished. 


Once your story is published, you can 


register a copyright claim with the 
Copyright Office to secure the protection. 
On publication you must print 
the 


copyright symbol, your name and the year 
of publication on the title page. Then, send 
two copies of the work along with the $6 fee 
and an application for registration to the 
Copyright Office. 


Copyright protection lasts 28 years, 


beginning with the publication date, and 
can be renewed for a second 28 year term. 
There are some 17 classifications under 
which to file for a copyright, depending on 
the type and specifics of a work. For the 
forms you need, write Register of 
Copyrights, 
Library 
of 
Congress, 


Washington, D.C. 20559. They can also 
send you a booklet further explaining the 
various types of copyrights, limitations 
and regulations.

Putman, an officer of that group and 
currator of Pioneer Village, said that the 
first Corsicana bottling company 
was 


built about 1880 and owned by Peter Biso. 
Located at Beaton and Sixth, the company 
later became what is today the Dr. Pepper 
Bottling Co. 


A second company, the 
Corsicana 


Manufacturing & Bottling Co., was also in 
operation about that time and was owned 
by H. E. Kinsloe. Both Kinsloe and Biso 
were important 
contributors to the 


development of Corsicana and well-known 
then and now for their efforts. Corsicana 
Manufacturing & Bottling, Mrs. Putman 
said, later was later sold to the Coca-Cola 
Bottling Co. 


Between 1920 and 1950 there were two 


other bottling companies here, the Nehi 
Bottling Co., owned by a Mr. McNutt and 
located on S. 20th, and the Nesbitt 
Grapette Co., located in the downtown 
area. That company had about a dozen 
different owners, Mrs. Putman said. 


After doing some checking with various 


people, Mrs. Putman said the best she 
could find was that Barq's was a company 
located here that manufactured a root 
beer syrup for use as a soft drink, but little 
more could be located about the company I 
or Dr. Wells, the drink.

..I would like to know what can be done 
about receiving a refund from a deposit 
made on an apartment at the Villa 
Apartments. I feel that they did not meet 
the agreement as stated in the contract. I 
filled the lease agreement of six months, 
left the apartment clean and in better 
condition than when I moved in and gave a 
30 day notice of vacating. What can I do to 
receive the $75 deposit refund? 


Recent state legislation required that 


apartment owners either refund the full 
deposit or give a tennant an itemized 
statement as to where the money went in 
repairing a vacated apartment. 


Barbara Newman, manager of the Villa 


Apartments, detailed the procedure she 
used when someone moves out. She said 
she has a check list form to evaluate to 
condition of such an apartment. From 
that, she said, she determines what work 
needs to be done inside before the apart- 
ment can be leased again. 


She then sends the forms to the owners, 


Matise Property Management of Dallas, 
who deduct for any work done and then 
send you an itemized statement showing 
where your deposit money was spent. 


Mrs. Newman disagreed with you on 


your statement that the apartment was 
left clean and said that she had to shampoo 
carpets and cleaned the entire apartment 
after you left. 


The report she filled out has already 


been sent to the owners in Dallas, who said 
that a statement would be sent to you 
within 30 days of when you moved.

Dan Matise at 691-6311 in Dallas. He ownes 
the apartments and said he would be glad 
to talk with you if you have a complaint 
about your deposit refund.

Golden Circle fares some better 
than average in unemployment 


The Golden Circle ranked 


slightly below the statewide 
average in unemployment 
figures released by the Texas 
Employment Commission for 
the month of August, and Willie 
Hodge of the 
Commission's 


Corsicana office, says things 
should continue to look up here. 


The figures show an ap- 


proximate unemployment rate 
in Texas during August of 6.0 
per cent, while unemployment 
in the Golden Circle stood at 5.9 
per cent. By Golden Circle 
counties, unemployment was 
lowest in Limestone County, 
with 4.0 per cent, followed by 
Freestone, 4.4 per cent,*Hill, 5.2 
per cent, Navarro, 6.0 per cent, 
Ellis, 6.1 per cent and Hen- 


derson, 7.8 per cent. A total of 
4,600 workers of the 78,000 in the 
Golden Circle were out of work. 


HOWEVER, HODGE said 


preliminary figures for Sept. 
show Navarro County with an 
unemployment rate of only 5.6 
per cent. "Our job placement 
activity is up for October, ex- 
ceeding both that of last month 
and of,one year ago," Hodge 
said, "and our unemployment 
claims are 
continuing to 


decline, so I think we're in 
pretty good shape," he said. 


Overall in Texas, rates varied 


from 1 per cent in Irion County 
where only seven of the work 
force of 700 were without jobs, 
to 22.8 per cent in Starr County 
where 1,176 of 5,168 workers 


In addition to Irion, five other 


Texas counties had unem- 
ployment rates at less than 2 
per cent. They were Austin, 
Fayette, King, Upscomb and 
Shackelford counties. In ad- 
dition to Starr County, ten other 
counties had rates in excess of 
10 per cent, including, Burleson, 
Cameron, Fannin, Grayson, 
Harrison, Hidalgo, Loving, 
Maverick, Palo Pinto, Val 
Verde and Webb counties.

metropolitan counties with 
work forces over 100,000 the 
lowest unemployment rates 


were in Travis (Austin) with 4.7 
per cent; Harris (Houston), 
with 5.0 per cent; Tarrant (Fort 
Worth), with 5.6 per cent; and 
Dallas, with 5.8 per cent. Other 
metropolitan counties and their 
October unemployment rates 
were Bexar (San Antonio), 9.3 
per cent; El Paso, 9.6 per cent; 
Jefferson (Beaumont), 8.4 per 
cent; and Nueces (Corpus 
Christi) 7.1 per cent.

WASHINGTON (AP - The 


Senate, responding quickly to 
the United Nations resolution 
labeling Zionism a form of rac- 
ism, will reassess "the United 
States' further participation" in 
the world assembly. 


Both houses of Congress, join- 


ing in a storm of American pro- 
test Tuesday, passed resolu- 
tions condemning the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly action. The 
House, however, deleted the 
call, for reassessment of U.S. 
participation. 


President Ford also reacted 


strongly against the U.N.'s vote 
when he met with nine visiting 
members of the Israeli parlia- 
ment in Washington. He called 
the Zionism resolution a "whol- 
ly unjustified action." 


Later, speaking in Charles- 


town, W. Va., Ford said his ad- 
ministration 
will be "com- 


pletely firm in our position" of 
opposing the resolution, though 
he did not spell out what reac- 
tion he would take. 


Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger said in Pittsburgh 
that "the United Nations will 
damage itself if it continues on 
this road" and added that the 
United States "will pay no at- 
tention" 
to 
the 
resolution 


against Zionism. 


The criticism came after the 


U.N. assembly voted the anti- 
Zionism 
resolution 
Monday 


night by a vote of 72 to 35 with 
32 abstentions and three nations 
absent. Zionism is the move- 
ment for a national Jewish 
homeland in Palestine; under 
the religious notion of "in- 
gathering of tribes," Jews auto- 
matically become citizens upon 
arrival in Israel. 


Religious organizations, in- 


cluding the World Council of 
Churches, condemned the as- 
sembly's vote. The World Coun- 
cil, 
which 
represents 
the 


world's major Protestant and 
Orthodox denominations, voiced 
"unequivocal opposition" to the 
resolution and appealed for re- 
consideration. The Vatican did 
not immediately comment on 
the vote. 


Some 100,000 demonstrators 


in New York City's garment 
center blocked all traffic from 
37th Street to Times Square 
along Seventh Avenue in pro- 
test of the vote. 


In Washington, reaction in 


the Senate was swiftest and 
most damning. 


By voice vote without dissent, 


the Senate passed the nonbind- 
ing resolution of condemnation 
after several members rose to 
denounce the action of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


Senate Majority leader Mike 


Mansfield said he considered 
the anti-Zionism resolution "not 
only offensive but outrageous." 


The bipartisan resolution, in- 


troduced by Republican Leader 
Hugh Scott with more than 30 
cosponsors, warned that the 
U.N. 
vote "entourages anti- 


Semitism by wrongly associ- 
ating and equating Zionism 
with racism and racial dis- 
crimiation."

County stops 
overtime pay 


George Wallace makes it formal 


Navarro 
County Com- 


missioners voted unanimously 
this 
morning 
to 
suspend 


overtime payments to sheriff 
deputies pending a Supreme 
Court ruling on a similar case. 


The 
commissioners 
court 


based its decision on County 
Judge 
Rob 
Dunn's 
in- 


terpretation of a phone con- 
versation between Comm. Ellis 
Montgomery and federal wage 
and hour representatives ih 
Waco. 


According to Dunn, the wage 


and hour people said the county 
could 
suspend 
extra-duty 


payments until the court ruling 
and, if the court rules in favor of 
overtime payments, the county 
would not have to pay penalties 
on the withheld wages. 


But, 
Montgomery disagreed 


with Dunn's assessment of this 
conversation, saying that there 
was no assurance the county 
would not have to pay the 
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the 
overtime plus interest if 
court rules for overtime. 


The deputies have received 


one payment for five months of 
overtime hours as the result of 
the Wage and Hour Act, which 
became effective Jan. 1, 1974. 


The county voted to pay 


overtime for the months of May 
through September at a Sep- 
tember meeting. 


Dunn contested the overtime 


on the grounds of the "bad 
business 
for 
just 
a 
few 


(deputies) 
to * be 
working 


overtime." 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton again 


explained how "the geographic 
location of the deputies makes a 
difference in how many hours 
he works." 


Shelton 
explained 
that 


Jimmie Spencer, who lives in 
Kerens, receives a lot of calls at 
home on off-duty hours in ad- 
dition to working burglaries and 
gun thefts in the county. 


Also, Shelton said that Grady 


McCall, who lives on 1-45, 
receives a lot of calls from the 
Rice area in addition to working 
more than a usual number of 
DWI complaints from the high- 
way. 


Shelton told the court that his 


department would comply with 
"whatever is the law. We never 
have demanded any overtime 
anyway. We have just tried to 
comply with the law." 


In other action, the court 


authorized 
Dunn 
to 
make 


inquiries with auditing agencies 
about the first ever outside 
audit of county finances. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 


— Gov. George C. Wallace, bil- 
ling himself as "the people's 
choice," officially announced 
his bid for the Democratic 
presidential nomination today 
with scorn for his party's lead- 
ership and a promise of an ac- 
tive campaign in the 1976 pri- 
maries. 


"It is tune we offer that 


great middle class someone 
they can vote for and not 
against. With your help, that is 
what I shall do during this 
campaign," 
the wheelchair- 


bound Wallace said. 


He said the "average middle 


class citizen" has been ignored 
by the national Democratic 
party and "is fed up and has 
been voting against the far left 
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Lone Star Gas Co. Regional 


Manager R. A. Jones has filed a 
request for an increase in local 
gas rates with Corsicana city 
officials. 


Jones 
has 
asked 
that 


residential and commercial gas 
rates increase by about .036 
cents per thousand cubic feet, 
an increase of about three per 
cent according to Jones. 


Jones had announced earlier 


that the gas company would be 
seeking an increase prior to the 
first of the year. 


The city commission meets 


again Nov. 18. 


Explaining that the local rate 


request is the lowest in this 
region, Jones sayd he is "very 
pleased" that he is only having 
to ask for a local increase of 
about $3 per customer per year. 


In determining the average 


increase, Jones says that Lone 
Star has not asked for an in- 
crease in the minimum rate for 
the first 1,000 cubic feet of gas. 


The increase, according to 


Jones, is to offset the increase in 
Lone Star's wholesale costs to 
each town it serves in Texas. 


The Texas Railroad Com- 


mission authorized Lone Star on 
June 30 to increase its in- 
tracompany city gate rate from 
a temporary emergency rate of 
94.19 cents per thousand cubic 
feet to $1.0399 per thousand 
cubic feet of gas. 


This city gate rate is the

Wallace said that in the past 


"the national Democratic party 
has allowed itself to be taken 
over by the exotic left." He 
vowed an active primary cam- 
paign to alter the party hier- 
archy and win the nomination. 


Aides said the only primary 


he probably would not take part 
in would be the first in the 
nation, New Hampshire. 


"I am, in my opinion and as 


supported by many of the polls, 
the leading candidate for this 
nomination," the partially par- 
alyzed governor said as he for- 
mally launched his fourth race 
for the White House. 


Wallace recalled two of his 


earlier campaigns and their 
slogans — "Stand Up For 
America" in 1968 and "Send 
Them A Message" in 1972. 


"Now, 
in 1976," he said, "we 


ask for 'Trust In The People' 
and let's put some people lead- 
ership in the Democratic party 
... and some people leadership 
in the White House in Washing- 
ton. 


"Let's win the presidency in 


1976 by offering the people's 
choice as the nominee of the 
Democratic party." 


Wallace's remarks were in a 


prepared statement on his can- 
didacy that followed a Tuesday 
night strategy session with 
some 300 Wallace organizers. 


The governor goes into the 


1976 race with a strong cam- 
paign bank account and a vet- 
eran staff. His campaign office 
never closed doors after the 
1972 campaign and has raised 
some $3 million in the past two 
years. 


But Wallace, crippled by a 


would-be assassin while cam- 
paigning in 1972, is shadowed 
into the 1976 race by nagging 
doubts about his health, a seg- 
regationist past and the solid 
opposition of many Democratic 
leaders. 


Wallace ran as an independ- 


ent candidate for the White 
House in 1988. And on two other 
occasions he ignored the party 
leadership and played a spoil- 
er's role in unsuccessful at- 
tempts . 


Constitution election cost 
county $1.23 for every vote 


On Nov. 4, Navarro County 


paid $1.23 each 
for 3,288 


countians to vote on Texas' 
proposed constitution. 


And while the total election 


cost and cost per vote amounts 
could have been reduced some, 
County Judge Rob Dunn says 
that the $1.23 per concerned 
citizen "is precious little to pay 
for the right to vote." 


The county paid $3,649.57 for 


election judges and workers 
plus $412.37 for ballots and 
election kits for the judges, for a 
total expenditure of $4,061.94. 


Dunn explains that the cost 


per vote figure could have been 
reduced simply by more people 
turning out for the election, 
while 
County 
Clerk 
Clyve 


Riddels explains that the total 
cost is totally dependent on the 
number of workers hired by the 
25 election judges. 


The average cost of manning 


the 24 count voting precincts 
and the absentee box during the 
constitutional election was $145, 
ranging from $50.40 for the 
absentees 
and 
$57.50 
in 


Blooming Grove to $311.60 in 
Pet. 2-A and $262.25 in Pet. 4-A. 


According 
to 
Dunn, 
the 


county would pay a 
fixed 


amount 
for 
the 
election 


regardless of the number of 
voters and this overall cost is 
"not 
too much" when "for 


many people it's the only ser- 
vice the county can provide." 


Riddels 
says 
that 
the 


autonomy of the 
individual 


election judges results in a 
varying number of election 
workers since some judges take 
a more active part in the ballot 
counting than do others. 


But Riddels adds that if the 


commissioners court were to 
set a limit as to the number of 
workers to be hired, the most 


result 
would 


the 
tabulation 


be 
of 


probable 
delaying 
returns. 


Dunn also acknowledges the 


power of the election judges, but 
says that the number of workers 
they choose to use is "a matter 
of administration" and that the 
local 
judges 
are 
"well- 


qualified" to hire the number of 
workers they deem necessary. 


As far as the power of the 


election judges, Dunn says that 
it extends much farther than 
just hiring as many people as 
they think necessary to count 
ballots. 


"On election day, they have 


more power than any judge in 
the county," Dunn says, adding 
that they can evict people from 
the 
polls, 
refuse 
voting 


privileges under certain cir- 
cumstances and rule ballots 
invalid.

One small loan may have started 


JYeti? York to its financial ruin 


NEW YORK (AP) - A $26 


million entry in the New York 
City budget 11 years ago 
seemed out of place in the wil- 
derness of numbers that total- 
led $3.3 billion. 


Experts now say that small 


sum may have paved the way 
for the city's financial collapse 
11 years later, as the nation's 
largest city now struggles to 
pay off $12.4 billion in debts 
and balance its budget. 


That $26 million was the first 


time the city's politicians bor- 
rowed money to pay for every- 
day city expenses. 


In this case,former Mayor 


Robert F. Wagner decided that 
rather than raise taxes or cut 
back on city services, he would 
take expense items — some 
consultant fees — and put them 
into the city's capital budget, 
which is financed by floating 
bonds and short-term notes. 


He was able to do this be- 


cause in mid-1964, then-Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller and the 
state legislature decided to al- 
low the city to borrow money to 
pay for a variety of normal ex- 
penses. 


The legal door was thus flung 


open for Wagner, former May- 
or John V. Lindsay and Mayor 
Abraham D. Beame to borrow 
for almost any expense item 
they pleased, while amassing a 
"hidden" 
budget 
deficit 


recently 
conceded 
by 
the 


Beame administration at $3 bil- 
lion. 


In 1969 and 1970, Lindsay dou- 


bled current expense borrowing 
from $84 million to $151 million 
by switching manpower train- 
ing and job development from 
the expense budget to the capi- 
tal budget. 


In 1974, Beame shifted $722 


million in expense items to the 
capital budget. 


Last June, New York State 


Comptroller Arthur Levitt stud- 
ied the years when Lindsay 
was mayor and Beanie was 
comptroller, and found the city 
had used bonds to finance city 
salaries, library books, archi- 
tects fees, even interest on other 
bonds. 


Most now expect the city's 


deficit financing of operating 
expenses to top $1 billion in fis- 
cal 1975-76. 


"By borrowing to pay for op- 


erating expenses year after 
year, there develops a built-in, 
permanent 
need 
for 
more 


taxes, just to pay the interest 
on borrowings," Levitt said. 


The budget itself has quad- 


rupled in the past decade, from 


in 1965 to a current 


$12.2 billion. 


Before Mayor Beame was 


forced by the current fiscal 
crisis to lay off some 36,000 
workers, the city's workforce 
had more than tripled from 
103,000 in 1956 to 340,000 in mid- 
1975. 


The floodgates for generous 


wage and pension benefits were 
opened by another Wagner de- 
cision in 1958 to allow the city's 
workers the right to unionize as 
they wished. 


The unions first flexed their 


bargaining muscle in 1966, 
when city transit workers won 
a then-unheard of 15.7 per cent 
pay raise over two years after 
a crippling 12-day strike. 


Since then, the average tran- 


sit worker's pay has gone from 
$7,222 a year to $15,125, up 109 
per cent, and some city unions 
have done even better. During 
this period the city's inflation 
rate has gone up 78.4 per cent. 


Over-all, a 1974 study by the 


Citizens Union Research Foun- 
dation showed that the city's 
pension costs had gone up more 
than 400 per cent in the past 10 
years. Many workers can retire 
with at least half pay after 20 
years of service, which is bet- 
ter on a percentage basis than 
terms offered almost anywhere 
else in the private or govern- 
ment sectors. 


A look at 10 years of city 


budgets by the Citizens Budget 
Commission shows that city 
pensions and salaries are no' 
the whole story of New Yor.. 
City's fall towards default. 


Between 1965 and the present, 


welfare and social service costs 
have gone up six-fold to more 
than $2.4 billion. More than one 
million New Yorkers are on re- 
lief. New York foots a far larg- 
er share of its social services 
bill than any other large city, 
most of which have county and 
state help. 


Education costs, which in- 


clude a tuition-free college sys- 
tem even for wealthy students, 
have tripled to $2 billion. Since 
1970, when open university en- 
rollment began, more than 19,- 
000 students were added, bring- 
ing the total to an estimated 
270,800. 


The city's health costs, which 


include maintenance of 19 mu- 
nicipal hospitals, have likewise 
tripled to more than $1 billion. 


Other costs, including police 


and fire protection and environ- 
mental services, have also dou- 
bled and tripled in the past dec- 
ade. 


And debt service, the amount 


of budget money that goes to- 


ward paying off the city's 
bonds and notes, has gone from 
$470 million in 1965 to more 
than $1.8 billion — 14 cents out 
of every city tax dollar. 


While costs have gone up, the 


city's corporate, personal and 
property taxes have not kept 
pace. 


Here, forces inside and out- 


side the city figure in, and they 
lie at the heart of the city's 
huge borrowing needs. 


New York City has ex- 


perienced great shifts of popu- 
lation since the 19th century, 
but the changes since World 
War II have been financially 
unfavorable. Prodded by feder- 
al government home mortgage 
guarantee and loan programs, 
the city's affluent moved to the 
suburbs in the 1950s to be 
joined by others fleeing crime 
and other urban ills through the 
1960s. 


In the last decade nearly a 


million middle and upper- 
middle class New Yorkers have 
left, replaced by a million of 
the nation's poor, many of 
whom became welfare cases. 


Along with the middle class, 
many businesses have left the 
city, taking with them an esti- 
mated 500,000 jobs in the past 
five years alone. Meanwhile, 
New York City's latest unem- 
ployment figures stand at 12.2 
per cent, while the national 


•*9 is 8.6 per cent. 
Local economists say the city 


never recovered from the 1969- 
70 national recession, much less 
the latest one. 


Another factor which has 


eroded the city's tax base has 
been the high rate of building 
abandonment by landlords in 
run-down neighborhoods such 
as the South Bronx, a problem 
some say was heightened with 
the coming of rent controls dur- 
ing World War II. 


It is presently estimated that 


up to one million buildings re- 
main with rents frozen at or 
near mid-1940 levels. The city is 
one of the last areas in the na- 
tion to continue the rent control

In the past decade the 


amount of unpaid and uncollec- 
table city property taxes has 
grown to about $400 million. 


Outside the city, once-sympa- 


thetic attitudes toward city pov- 
erty programs were changing 
and those changes have meant 
fewer federal and state dollars 
for New York City. 


Before the years of President 


Johnson's Great Society pro- 
grams, the federal and state 
government provided only 25 
per cent of the city's financing. 
Under Johnson, that share 
soared to 48 per cent of the 
city's 
budget. 
The 
Great 


Society programs were cut 
back during the Nixon years, 
and in the past four years state 
and federal contributions to the 
city have dropped to 43 per 
cent of the budget. City offi- 
cials, who in the '60s willingly 
took on federal poverty pro- 
grams, now say that the more 
conservative Nixon and Ford 
administrations left New York 
City holding the bag in the 
1970s. 


While federal contributions to 


antipoverty programs were cut 
back, the city was loath to end 
the programs begun under fed- 
eral sponsorhip because of the 
impact on the city's poor.

Agents trying 


to break the 


Thai Connection 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 


United States military and ci- 
vilian narcotics agents, inter- 
national police experts, super- 
sniffing dogs and a team of 
Thai policemen are moving to 
crack a "Thai Connection" that 
supplies more than $250 million 
worth of heroin to American 
addicts each year, informed 
sources say. 


They report that by con- 


servative estimate about 600 
pounds of heroin from Thailand 
has reached American shores 
over the past six months and 
they add this is enough to keep 
16,500 addicts in the habit for a 
year. 


The latest weapon in the 


Southeast Asian antidrug war is 
"Operation Commando Plug," 
a U.S. military effort to stop 
servicemen from taking advan- 


tage of the inevitable snafus 
and "last-minute rush" antici- 
pated during the final with- 
drawal of American troops 
from Thailand to sneak drugs 
ot the United States. 


"Commando Plug," expected 


to intensify as the March with- 
drawal deadline approaches, al- 
ready has notched some suc- 
cesses. 


Last month, U.S. military 


customs inspector discovered 
more than 100 pounds of heroin 
stashed in compartments of 
furniture belonging to a en- 
listed man. The furniture — 
with more than $21 million 
worth of heroin tucked inside — 
was about to be shipped to Ft. 
Benning, Ga. 
••' 


The U.S. military is only a 


small source for the "Thai Con- 
nection," which Thai and West- 


ern experts say is supplying 
heroin to the United States and 
Europe at an increasing rate, 
possibly because of the report- 
edly successful curbs on opium- 
growing in Turkey. Heroin is 
made from opium. 


U.S. military officials esti- 


mate that a kilo—2.2 pounds— 
of heroin can bring as much as 
$450,000 from dealer, in the 
United States. 


(New 
York City police say 


that dealers usually cut their 
overseas supplies of pure or 
nearly pure heroin seven or 
eight times and from one kilo 
can sell as many as 185,011 
shots, which currently sell on 
the streets of New York for $7 
each. Thus a dealer in heroin 
can gross ES much as $1,295,077 
from each kilo.)

of furniture, military and civil- 
ian narcotics agents cite inter- 
national mail, "certain cavities 
of the body" or, more con- 
ventionally,

Officials say about 450 mili- 


tary customs inspectors are 
working to handle processing 
out of the remaining 16,500 U.S. 

Everyone's 
outgoing household goods are 
thoroughly checked. Before de- 
parture, 
Alsatian 
dogs — 


taught to detect marijuana, 
heroin and explosives — sniff 
over carry-on baggage. 


Even U.S. combat aircraft in 


Thailand are "sterilized" be- 


fore take-off on training mis- 
sions, military authorities say. 
At one of the three remaining 
U.S. air bases in Thailand a 
Dachshund named "Holland" 
and his American mongrel 
partner "Daisy" are slipped in- 
side the tight cockpits of F4 
Phantom jets and other war- 
planes where the beefier Al- 
saians can't maneuver to ferret 
out possible drug caches. 


The authorities say that in 


the six months between April 
and September, 
they have 


seized six heroin shipments, 39 
marijuana packets and almost 
3,300 contraband items of vari- 
ous kinds which U.S. service- 
men tried to get out of Thai- 
land. 


On the civilian side, agents of 


the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Agency—DBA, which has its 


Southeast Asian headquarters 
in Bangkok, operate closely 
with their Thai ounterparts to 
prevent smuggling into the 
United States, although they 
themselves have no arrest pow- 
ers. The United States spends 
about half a million dollars a 
year on anti-narcotics support 
in Thailand and there are sev- 
eral U.S. customs officials act- 
ing as advisers to the Bangkok 
government. 


An agent for the international 


police organization Interpol and 
a United Nations representative 
are to be stationed in Bang- 
kok's police department early 
next year to help the Thais 
cope with drug traffickers. 


Thailand is generally recog- 


nized as "the weak link" in the 
region's fight against drugs. 


Grocery clerk testifies Miss Fromme said, 4I hate Ford' 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— Lynette Fromme walked into 
a grocery store near her home 
the day before she allegedly 
tried to kill the President and 
said, "I hate Ford," a grocery 
clerk says. 


Clerk Ed Louie testified that 


the 27-year-old defendant volun- 
teered the remark, but did not 
say she planned to assassinate 
the President. He said she had 
been in the store several times 
but that he did not know her 
name until he saw her on tele- 
vision after her arrest. 


Miss Fromme, a follower of 


mass murderer Charles Man- 
son, was absent from the court- 
room during the testimony 


Tuesday because of her refusal 
to promise the judge to avoid 
disruptions of the trial. 


Louie was one of several 


prosecution witnesses who testi- 
fied about what Miss Fromme 
said before and after she alleg- 
edly pointed a loaded .45-cali- 
ber pistol at Ford from less 
than two feet away as he 
walked to the state Capitol on 
Sept. 5. 


U.S. Atty. Dwayne Keyes also 


read a statement which he said 
Miss Fromme sent to a Los An- 
geles television newsman in Au- 
gust. The statement, labeled a 
press release from Manson, 
said that "if Nixon's reality 
wearing a Ford face continues 


to run this country against the 
law ... your homes will be 
bloodier than Tate-LaBianca 
and My Lai together." 


Manson, convicted with four 


followers of killing actress Sha- 
ron Tate and six other persons 
in 1969, is serving a life sen- 
tence in state prison. Miss 
Fromme was first ejected from 
the court by U.S. District Court 
Judge Thomas MacBride last 
Friday when she repeatedly in- 
sisted that Manson be allowed 
to testify for her. 


She renewed that demand 


Tuesday morning when Mac- 
Bride said she would be "wel- 
come as the flowers in May" to 
return to court if she promised 


to be quiet. 


"My defense is the defense of 


the world," she said. "Without 
Manson I am dead." 


For the second day in a row, 


Miss Fromme wore a scarf 
over her eyes and had to be 
carried from the county jail to 
a van and then from the van to 
the courthouse, U.S. Marshal 
Arthur Van Court said. She 
walked into the courtroom un- 
der her own power and had a 
slight smile on her face when 
MacBride asked if she wanted 
to return. 


In another development, a 


television reporter testified he 
heard Miss Fromme say, "It 
did not go off. Can you believe 


it. It did not go off," when a 
Secret Service agent grabbed 
her arm and the gun as the 
weapon was pointed at Ford. 


Reporter Roger Lindberg 


said her comment appeared to 
be a combination of '"what is 
everybody so excited about?' 
and a bit of confusion on her 
part." 


Secret Service Agent Larry 


Buendorf testified last Friday 
that Miss Fromme said, "It 
didn't go off. It didn't go off," 
when he grabbed the pistol 
away from her. He said she 
sounded surprised. 


MacBride has said that the 


prosecution must prove not 
only that Miss Fromme pointed 


a pistol at Ford but also that 
she intended to fire it. Secret 
Service agents said there were 
four cartridges in the magazine 
of the pistol they took from 
Miss Fromme, but there was 
no round in the firing chamber 
and the. pistol could not have 
fired.
